Note:  In  accordance  with  the  terms  of  Clara  Bean's  will,  the  en- 
tire interest  of  the  Bean  Fund  is  turned  over  to  the  Beech  Grove 
Cemetery  Association,  but  only  so  much  of  it  is  used  as  is  needed 
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for  the  care  of  the  lot.  The  unused  balance  of  interest  each  year 
is  deposited  by  the  treasurer  of  that  Association  in  a  special  account, 
in  a  separate  bank  book,  to  accumulate  until  there  is  enough  to 
build  a  receiving  vault.  There  has  thus  been  set  aside  in  1929, 
$30.45;  in  1930,  $37.00;  and  in  1931,  $39.00;  making  to  date,  with 
interest,  a  total  of  $111.08. 

In  some  other  cases  where  the  exact  total  of  income  on  a  fund 
has  not  been  needed  during  the  current  year,  it  is  kept  by  the 
cemetery  association  for  use  in  a  year  when  more  than  the  cur- 
rent income  is  needed ;  for  instance,  for  some  special  purpose,  such 
as  re-seeding  a  lot,  or  re-setting  headstones.  So  far  as  the  Trus- 
tees of  the  Trust  Funds  are  concerned,  the  income  of  a  fund  has 
been  "expended"  when  duly  turned  over  to  the  treasurer  of  the 
cemetery  association   concerned,  and   receipted   for  by  him.
